issued. 

Total earnings for that period 
amounted to $59,724,125, after 
making allowance for $60,950,- 
364, paid into the Government 
Treasury as war income and ex- 
cess profits. Net income for the 
final quarter was $48,035,344, 
and surplus for the same period 
amounted to $16,258,272. This 
compares with total earnings of 
$68,243,784, net income of $65,- 
245,877 and surplus of $21,824,- 
554 for the previous quarter. 

In keeping with expectations, 
the directors declared an extra“ 
dividend of 3 per cent on the 
common stock, in adidtion to the 
regular common dividend of 1% 
and preferred of 1%. Including 


- 
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a Red Cross dividend of 1 per 
cent voted in the second quarter, 
total disbursements on the com- 
mon shares for 1917 amounted 
to 18 per cent. Total earnings 
for 1917 amounted to $331,663,- 
131, after charging off $212,467,- 
949 to Government taxes, etc. It 
is expected this amount will be 
increased to $235,000,000 when 
final returns are made to Wash- 
ington.

CRITIC SCOFFS AT 


INCLEVELAND YARD AMERICA'S ARMY 


$500,000 Worth Each Given, Col. Gaedke, Who Assailed U. S. 


Big Firms to Keep Them Out 
of City, Heney Charges. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (By A. P.). 
—Ail the great packing houses were 
given $600,000 of stock in the Cleve- 
land Stockyards last year, after they 
had threatened to establish a yara 
there themselves, Attorney Heney for 
the Federal Trade Commission de- 
clared at the packers’ hearing here 
today. 

Difficulties of Mdependent pack- 
ing firms in competing with the 
“Big Five“ occy today’s session 
of the Federal ade Commission’s 
hearing. 

The commission and the Depart- 
ment of Justice both have the power 
to prevent alleged unfair trade prac- 
tices in an effort to put small com- 
petitors out of business. Francis J. 
Heney, special counsel, declared after 
reading affidavits from independent 
packing firms, charging price cut- 
ting by the big firms. 

“T have tried to make it clear to 
ell the small firms that the commis- 
sion and the Department of Justice 
have such authority,” Heney told the 
commission. 

„Not only the power, but also the 
desire,“ interjected Commissioner 
Colver. 

Only Two Independent Packers. 

“Elimination of the small packers 
is going on right now while this in- 
vestigation is in progress,” Heney 
replied. There are only two inde- 
pendents left between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Mississippi River, 


one in Ottawa, Io., and the other in 


Austin, Minn. 

Their territory has been appor- 
tioned among the big packers in an 
effort to put them out of business 
and Wilson & Co. have been try- 
ing to buy out the Minnesota 
plant. I have evidence on that to 
introduce later. Apparently nothing 
will stop the big packers except the 
big stick landing on them. 

“The big packers can afford to 
stand local losses for 10 years if 
necessary to put a competitor down,“ 
Heney replied, because their profits 
elsewhere more than take care of 
losses.“ 


Letters Introduced. 

With the intention of showing that 
competition between the big packers 
virtually has been eliminated by un- 
derstandings regarding all business, 
three letters were introduced con- 
cerning a proposal to go into the El 
Paso market. Arthur Meeker, vice 
president of Armour & Co., wrote

LONDON, Jan. 80 (By A. P.).— 
“The Truth About the American 
Army” is the title of a long article 
written by Col. Richard Gaedke in 


the German Socialist newspaper, 
Bremen Zeitung. 

“The Entente now has pinned its 
faith entirely to American help,” 
says Col. Gaedke. It, therefore, is 
important that the Germans know 
just how serious is this American 
menace. 

“The Americans are coming to Eu- 
rope to meet the most perfect instru- 
ment of war that any age ever has 
seen. Can they do it? 

“Secretary of War Baker recently 
told us that 1,500,000 men were un- 
der training. With all modesty we 
call his attention to the fact that the 
men who still are being trained can- 
not terrify us. It took the English 
two years to put 1,000,000 men in a 
battle field which was quite near 
them. The Americans, with the 
handicap of distance cannot do bet- 


ter. 
Short of Officers, He Says. 

How are the Americans off for 
officers? Where are they to get 4500 
Generals and staff officers? Mr. 
Baker said he had 9000 officers of 
all ranks in April, but now has 119,- 
000. 

“That is truly an American mas- 
terpiece of accomplishment—to sew 
epaulettes on a hundred thousand 
men and call them officers. Does 
Mr. Baker imagine that these gentle- 
men in six, nine or 12 months can 
become fit to perform the difficult 
tasks of officers in modern war? 

What about noncommissioned of- 
ficers, who are 80 important for 
training and holding together an 
army? Nothing is complete. Every- 
thing must be improvised. It is an 
insoluble problem. N 

“Of the total strength the Amer- 
icans are able to muster it has been 
shown that only a half million men 
can get to Europe. But when? The 
Entente leaders have got to expect 
them before next autumn—neutral 
observers six months later.

VALLEY PARK TO OPERATE 
“SOMEBODY'S” WATER PLANT 


The town of Valley Park tomorrow 
will begin operating somebody's wa- 
ter plant to supply the inhabitants 
with water, but it doesn’t know 
whose plant. 

For several weeks the townspeople 
have had to carry water from the 
Meramec River or melt ice and snow 
for their needs. The water plant for- 
merly was owned by the Valley Park 
Plate Glass Co., and later passed to 
the Missouri Plate Glass Co. When 
the latter went into bankruptcy last 
October, the receiver, W. J. Vance, 
who. also is Mayor of Valley Park, 
continued to operate the plant.

AMERICANS KILLED 
NAR RAD ON TALY 


Red Cross Workers Had Made 
Trip to Mestre to Aid Injured 
When Flyers Dropped Bombs. 


ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUAR-

icans attached to the Red Cross were 
killed at Mestre Sunday night by 
bombs dropped by German raiders. 


They were William Platt and Richard 
Cutts Fairfield and were the first 
Americans to be killed on the Italian 
front. 

The exact addresses of the two 
young men are lacking but one is be- 
lieved to be from Pennsylvania and 
the other from New York. They had 
not enrolled in the American organ- 
ization, having enlisted previously in 
the Wynne-Beban branch of the Brit- 
ish Red Cross. 

Platt and Fairfield had just arrived 
from the Red Cross hospital on a 
motor cycle when the raid began. 
Five bombs fell in the courtyard of 
the hospital, killing four persons and 
wounding a number of patients. The 
long line of carriages bore 35 coffins. 

American flags and floral offerings 
covered the caskets of the two Amer- 
icans. In the attending delegation of 
officers and men from the American 
Red Cross were Maj. Lowell, head of 
the military branch of the American 
Red Cross in Italy; Capt. Thwaites, 
in charge of civilian relief in North- 
ern Italy; B. Harvey Carroll Jr.. 
American Consul at Venice, and 15 
men from the three American Red 
Cross units attached to the Third 
and Fourth Italian armies. 

Companions of Fairfield and Platt 
say they were killed when perform- 
ing an act of bravery. They were at 
a Red Cross camp far out of range 
of the raid and could have remained 
there safely. But with two others 
they decided to go to Mestre, where 
the raid had already begun, and to 
give aid to probable victims.

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NEW DRAFT BILL READY 


~ FORTHE SENATE TODAY 


J., Jan. 30 (By 4. 
P.). — United States Senator William 


Measures Provide for Registra- 
tion of "Youths as They 
Reach the Age of 21. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (By A. P.). 


—War Department legislation tenta- 
tively agreed upon by the Senate Mil- 


itary Committee and designed to pro- 
vide additional draft machinery is 
ready today for introduction in the 
Senate. 

The bills provide for the registra- 
tion of youths attaining the age of 
21 years since June 5 last, authorizes 
the fixing of quotas on the basis of 
Class 1 of the new classification and 
empowers the President to call men 
needéd for special industrial work. 

Provost Marshal-General Crowder 
in an explanation to the committee 
said it was proposed to hold a new 
drawing to establish the order of lia- 
bility of the new registrants. It is 
assumed he asserted that most of the 
new registrants would fall in Class 
1, giving the class this year a total 
of more than 2,000,000 men. From 
this ciass it is expected to take the 
next and future drafts. Secretary Ba- 
ker’s plan to exempt men who have 
attained the age of 31, disapproved 
by Gen. Crowder, is not included in 
lekislation. 

Secretary Baker last night dis- 
closed that the War Department had 
not fixed the date for another draft 
and made clear that the expansion 
of America’s present fighting force 
depended uvon events in France and 
the shipping situation. He said that 
when he told.the Senate Committee 
that the United States would have a 
half million men in France carly this 
year and a million and a half ready 
to go during 1918, he referred to the 
divisions now in training camps and 
those already in Europe. 

The Secretary advanced the opin- 
ion that additional legislation would 
be necessary if more men were calicd 
for the fighting forces than those in- 
cluded in the next increment of 500,- 
000. Beyond this he believed the 
President’s authority to draft men 
for other than reserves would be ex- 


hausted. He declared, however, that 


under that portion of the law which 
gives the President power to call re- 
cruit battalions and special units the 
second draft . bring a million 
men.

Effort to Trace More Than 
$50,000 Missing From St. 
Clair County Treasury in 
This Way. 


Further investigation of the con- 
fused accounts of former Treasurer 
Fred Warning of St. Clair County, 
who recently was ousted because of 
a shortage of $79,272 in his deposits, 
has disclosed that it was his custom 
to take money from the county funds 
in his possession,. and substiutte 
therefor his personal checks. George 
Obernagel, who was one of Warning's 
office deputies told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that these trans- 
actions, up to about three months 
ago, totaled more than $50,000. 

Obernagel said that Warning, at 
the insistence of Chief Deputy Trea- 
surer Herman Pfuhl, about three 
months ago took up all these checks, 
and substituted one check for the 
entire amount. 

Warning’s Version of Deals. 

Warning, when questioned, admit- 
ted cashing personal checks with 
county money, but said he had no 
idea how much the total was. He 
denied that he substituted a larger 
check for the smaller ones. He as- 
serted that all the checks were eithor 
sent through the bank and the 
money replaced in the treasury out 
of his personal account, or that he 
personally took up the checks after 
9 short time. by putting the money 
back in the vault. 

M. Paul Murray Jr., elected to 
succeed Warning, qualified and took 
office today. State’s Attorney 
Schaumleffel immediately began 
drawing up a formal demand on 
Warning for the funds. He said that 
ic the demand did not meet a prompt 
response, he would issue a warrant, 
charging Warning with withholding 
public funds. 

Those in charge of the audit say 
that the records of Warning’s official ' 
transactions are almost inextricabiy 
confused.

In an artlele in World's 
ne, published today, John R. 
23 ees of the Providence 
quotes a cipher message 
from his files to prove that Berlin 
ah ected the sinking ot the Lusitania 
and explains how it was decoded. 
The message, in cipher, reads as fol- 
lows:

This cipher message came through 
from Nauen, Germany, to Sayville, 
Long Island, at 2 o’clock on the 
morning of April 29. 1915, and was 
caught by the operator at a wireless 
station maintained by the Providence 
Journal. It was especially interesting 
bc cause it followed none of the codes 
which they had previously observed. 
It was evidently important, because 
four attempts were made to put it 
through before the German station 
sveceeded in overcoming the un-

vailed that morning. Every attempt 
to decipher it failed, until somebody 
with a line on the internal activities 
of the German embassy remem- 
bered that during that morning 
Prince Hatzfeldt of the embassy staff 
had been looking for a New York 
World “Almanac.” The first two 
words of the message, Welt (Ger- 
man for ‘World’) 1915, supplied the 
clew. Following the other num- 
bers in the message as representing 
page, line, and word in the World 
“Almanac” for 1915, the Journal men 
decoded the message as follows: 
“Warn Lusitania passenger (8) 
through press not voyage across the 
Atlantic.” Two days later the Ger- 
man embassy printed the now his- 
tcric advertisement in the New York 
papers warning travelers not to cross 
the Atlantic, and a week later, on 
May 7, the Lusitania was sunk by a 
German submarine.

Incidentally, Mr. Rathom’s article 
adds that on the evening after the 
Lusitania was sunk, when friends of 
Von Bernstorff declared that he was 
overwhelmed with grief and secluded 
in his rooms in a New York hotel, he 
was in reality giving a dinner in the 
apartments of a friend in New York 
and there toasted the commander of 
the U-boat which sank the liner.

“If the armies of the two contend- 
ing parties had been equally efficient 
it would have been impossible for us 
to maintain our positions for any 
length of time, in view of the over- 
whelming numerical superiority of 
the forces which were directed 
against ourselves and Austria-Hun- 
gary from all sides. It lay with our 
opponents with their vast numbers, 
when they had forced us to retreat, 
to give to the war once again the 
character of a war in the open coun- 
try. They did not succeed in doing so. 

“On the other hand, the forces of 
the Central Powers were insufficient 
to enable them to push the offensive 
to any considerable extent beyond 
the permanent positions taken up on 
the western front at the end of 1914 
and on the eastern front in the au- 
tumn of 1915, and on their side to 
develop once more a war in the open 
country. This was reserved in the 


bian and (a year later) the Ruma- 
nian theaters of war. In view of our 
central position, we were obliged, 
since we had not succeeded in break- 
ing through at the Marne, to content 
ourselves with an ‘offensive with a 
limited goal,“ to use the words of 
Clansewitz. He says further: A de- 
fense organized on conquered terri- 
tory is of a much more exacting 
character than if it were in one's 
own country; it is to a certain degree 
engrafted with the principle of of- 
fensive.’ 
Driven to Passive Defense, 

“The course of the world war has 
in all respects confirmed this. But 
at the same time this view in- 
volves the admission that the main- 
tenance of such a defense ought in 
itself to be considered as an impor- 
tant success. Moreover, in the case 
of the Central Powers, it was impos- 
sible to attack the enemy save in de- 
tail, as was done by our army at 
Verdun and by the Austro-Hungari- 
an army in the Venetian Alps; initia- 
tive on a large scale we were obliged 
to leave to the enemy. Consequently, 
we were driven to the tenacious, to 
a large extent passive, defense of our 
intrenched lines, and to their consoli- 
dation with the aid of every means 
furnished by the art of field fortifica- 
tion. 

“According to the notions that 
prevailed up to that time, the possi- 
bility might. have been considered, 
where our troops had suffered heavy 
losses as, a result of continued expo- 
sure to the fire of the enemy's heav- 
iest artillery and their mines, and 
where the latter had done destruc- 
tion to our trenches, of allowing the 
enemy to break through, and then 
driving them back again by means 
of the reserves at the back of our 
lines.

broken through. 

To extend it srystematically to 
larger sections of the front, und 
thereby on our side to resort to a 
certain extent to the methods of war 
in the open country, seemed to the 
chief command for a long time inad- 
visable, in view of the limited forces 
and artillery at their dispostion. Ex- 
perience has, moreover, shown how 
difficult it is to straighten out sa- 
lients which have once been formed 
on an intrenched front. Wherever 
these have been enveloped, they 
have, by the very nature of modern 
methods of fighting and effective- 
ness of weapons in intrenched war- 
fare, been seized both by ourselves 
and by our enemies, in so far as the 
nature of the ground made this pos- 
sible. 

New Defensive Course Required. 

The more and more insistent at- 
tempts of our enemies to prepare the 
way for their infantry by the me- 
chanical power of mines and heavy 
artillery led to another procedure in 
defensive fighting. The German 
Army report of April 17, 1917, de- 
scribes it briefly in the following 
words: ‘In the presence of modern 
artillery fire, which flattens our po- 
sitions and produces broad, deep cra- 
ters, mere stubborn defense is no 
longer possible. The struggle is no 
longer for a line, but for a whole 
deeply echeloned fortified zone. 80 
the contest for the foremost posi- 
tions surges this way and that, with 
the aim, even if it involves the los» 
of implements of war, of saving the 
lives of the men, and at the same 
time of weakening the enemy by in- 
flicting on him severe and sanguin- 
any losses.’ 

“This procedure preserved the 
lives and at the same time the morale 
of the troops, who now no longer 
saw themselves to the same extent 
as hitherto exposed without means of 
defense to the devastating fire of the 
enemy. The enemy could be al- 
lowed to boast of his slight local 
successes, if only his attempts t» 
break through were frustrated. It 
remained none the less a prerequi- 
site condition of this new procedure 
that adequate reserves of troops for 
the counter thrust, as well as muni- 
tions, should be at hand. Deficiencies 
in both these respects were revealed 
more than once in the defensive en- 
gagements of the years 1915 and 
1916 on th Western front. 

Problem of an Offensive. 

“It did not seem advisable to leave 
large sections of the front open to 
the enemy with a view to subse- 
quently meeting him in a great of- 
fensive engagement on the French or 
Belgian’ territory occupied by ws, 
thereby giving the situation quite a 
different character from a strategic 
point of view. Such a counter at- 
tack on a large scale would have in- 
volved the reconquest of the newly 


complete recovery,

The most astounding fact is that the fight is 
ever continuing, although both p«rties have 
already realized that the struggle cannot be 
ended by a great military decision. 

We have overrun entire states; we have 
driven enemy Governments out of their coun- 
try, and, notwithstanding all this, we have 
not secured peacé as yet, and when finally the 
youth of Germany and France has bled to 
death, and we shall have completely van- 

' quished England and France, will we then 
have peace with America? 

No count has been taken in this war of the 
change of the psychology of the nations. The 
advance of democracy has tremendously 
strengthened internal defensive power with 
us and with the others, 


Herr Scheidemann’s speech discloses the brutal 
aims of the Pan-Germans who put might and 
the gains of the sword above all other aims, but 
it also discloses that there is an element among 
the Germans who stand for right and insist upon 
just terms as the only peace aim worth striving 
for, and as the only foundation of enduring peace.

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BOOKS, BAD AND GOOD. 
Before the discriminating reader can wholly 
agree with Bishop Quayle’s denunciation of sa- 
lacious books it will be necessary to get the Bish- 
op's complete definition of what he means by sa- 
laciousness, for there is a vast difference between 
honest realism in literature and studied indecency. 
There is no difficulty, however, about agreeing 
with him that there is a manifest reaction against 
written pruriency and a return to moral sanity 
by booklovers everywhere. 
The deluge of “sex stuff“ which has over- 
whelmed us the past few years is a phenomenon 
easily explained without resorting to the specious 
cry of “Degeneracy!” which certain zealous but 
short-sighted male and female blue-stockings are 
fond of raising. It was the fruit of a natural re- 
volt against the prissyiem of the early Victorian 
era which, like all revolutions, went to extremes. 
Sex problems always have been and always will 
be among the most serious and important inter- 
ests of every individual's life. Merely ignoring 
them no more charms them away than incessant- 
ly parading them brings them to solution. Yet, 
since no writer’s work is worth while unless it 
deals with fundamental truths, so no writer can 
draw a true picture of life if he leaves the es- 
sential facts of life out of his painting. 
The sturdy founders of modern English letters 
knew this and were not afraid to look realities in 
the face. But, along in the days when Walter 
Scott and Dickens and Thackeray were in vogue 
and when daughters addressed their mothers as 
“Honoured Madame” in schoolgirl epistles, it was 
no longer fashionable to do so. Matters upon 
which Fielding and Smollet and Sterne and Defoe 
drew for their finest material were considered too 
“low” to be mentioned in polite society, 
Sentimentalism then replaced sentiment. We 
had a lot of simpering, mawkish heroines, mush- 
and-milk heroes, incredible villains, idiotic sin- 
ners of both sexes who couldn't even sin in a true- 
blooded way, a mort of homilies and a prodigious 
amount of writing around and about things which 
nobody was ill-bred enough to name. To be 
caught reading Madame Bovary in the French 
was a matter for shame, while to be detected with 
u copy of Mademoiselle de Maupin put one clear 
outside the pale. As for having an English trans- 
lation of Rabelais in one’s library—it was al-

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AMERICA’S COMMONWEALTH IN FRANOE. 
Visualize an army of 2,000,000 men in France! 

We will have that many over there by the end 

of 1918, provided the war continues that long. 

The number of this army will be three times as 
many as the people who lived in St. Louis at the 
time of the last census and at least twice as 
many as those who live here now. Chicago’s to- 
tal population exceeds it by only a little. Petro- 
grad, Berlin and Vienna, three cities of almost 
exactly the same size at the opening of the war, 
had then only a few more people and probably 
considerably less now. 

France, when they all shall have arrived, will 
receive a temporary accession of more than 5 per 
cent of her national population before the war. 
In whole decades she has not received that many. 
After years of effort devoted to migration and 
stimulation of industries since their original set- 
tlement, 26 of the American states still had less 
than 2,000,000 people under the last enumeration. 

A city of. Philadelphia’s 1,549,000 people or a 
commonwealth of Kansas’ 1,800,000 supplies its 
needs from the vineyards and mines and orchards 
and forests and fields of the whole world, but 
the greater part of the things essential to main- 
tenance is drawn from its own resources or a lim- 
ited area surrounding its borders. St. Louis could, 
make itself practically independent of everything 
brought from a distance greater than a few hun- 
dred miles. It could supply all fuel needs with 
a haulage of not more than 50 miles. 

This colony of Americans suddenly estab- 
lished on French soil will require necgssa 
ries in the same number and kind as any com- 
monwealth of like magnitude elsewhere —all the 
countless activities of the trades and of distri- 
bution and of divers other forms of service—and 
it will be farthest from self-support of any com- 
monwealth or city in the world. Its food and 
clothing and requisites to shelter and lighting 
and heating, its materials of construction and

infested with perils never before known. 

To visualize 2,000,000 Americans in. France and 
all it means to get them there and to maintain 
them there with all the tools of their distinctive 
trade, the most costly and most laboriously 
shaped tools employed in any human activity, is 
to visualize the most gigantic task in all history. 
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There are 640,000 trained men ready for serv- 
ice in America and it might be stated for the in- 
formation of Germany that they are not wood- 
choppers and doctors.” 
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MR. FOLE’S JOB. 

It is gratifying to note that former Gov. Joseph 
W. Folk has been appointed counsel of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce with the special purpose of 
freeing St. Louis from railroad discrimination 
and with particular reference to the unjust bridge 
and terminal charge within the 100-mile zone. 

It is peculiarly gratifying to find the Cham- 
ber of Commerce assuming leadership in this 
task by employing the chief counsel of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to do the work. For 
many years the Business Men’s League, which 
was the predecessor of the Chamber, was one of 
the chief obstacles in the way of the effort to 
abolish the arbitrary. It was one of the forces 
the Post-Dispatch had to overcome in its long 
war on the bridge arbitrary. Only in recent years 
has it awakened to the realization of what rail- 
road discrimination means and has meant to St. 
Louis. The Chamber of Commerce as a body of 
manufacturers, merchants and transportation 
men can bring a tremendous influence to the 
campaign for justice to St. Louis.
